Applicant's amendments would not overcome the rejection under 1 12, first paragraph. The Examiner respectfully asserts that at every 
instance where the pressure within the vessel is actively reduced a theoretical pressure, as the sum of the vapor pressure and the air 
pressure would also inherently change, as stated in the final rejection. The use of the pressure regulator was merely an example of how 
the pressure would change within the vessel. Applicant's arguments and amendments have been fully considered but would not be 
persuasive. 
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
